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CHIEF NAVAL CONSTRUCTOR HICHBORN. 


Curry NAVAL ConstRucTOR PHILIP H1CHBORN, 
U. 8. N., was born in Charlestown, Maes., March 4, 
189. He was graduated from the Boston High 
School in due course. The High Scbool and the 
Latio Schoo] at that time occupied opposite sides of 
a brick building in Bedford street, Boston, and 
while the novitiate Chief Constructor was laying 
the foundation of bis succees in life in one 
end of the building, tne Editor of the ARMY anD 
Navy JourNAL and General Abbot, of the Army 
Engineer Corps, were pursuing their studies in the 
Latin School at the other end. From tbe High 
Scboo] Mr. Hichborn was indentured to the Gov- 
ernment under the tuition of the late Melvin Sim- 
mons, U. 8. N.. then master shipwright of the 
Boston Navy-yard. While under instruction, and 
in recognition of bis merit, Secretary Toucey, then

Secretary of the Navy, ordered that Hichhorn re- 
ceive a course of theoretical training. Through 
this steady application to the theoretical and prac 

tical phases of his prefession Mr. Hichborn reavhed, 
atan upuevally early age,a degree of oreficriency 
that is rarely attained. In July of 1860 Melvin 
Simmons was appointed Naval Construvtor and 
ordered to Mare Island, Cal. A little over a 
month later, Mr. Hichborn, then twentv-one vears 
old, left Boston in the clipper ship Dashing Wave, 
for California, serving as one of the sbip’s officers, 
From work in connection with the Pacific Mail 
Company Mr. Hichborn soon entered the employ- 
ment of the Government at the Navy-yard, Mare 
Island, and rose in two yearsto the position of mas- 
ter shipwright of the station. In ‘64 he was ten- 
dered an appointment as Assistant Naval Con- 
structor, but declined the bonor, as the salary 
allowed was much less tban he received as master 
shipwright. In '69, however. he made application 
for ap appointment, and in May of the same year 
parsed a severe examination and was duly appoint- 
ed on June 26 as an Assistant Naval Constructor, U. 
8. N., with the relative rank of Lieutenant. 
From California he wae ordered to the Navy-yard, 
Portsmoutb, N. H., in 1870. The five years spent at 
that siation were full of bard work, and many 
were the trying demands upon bis ability. In 1875, 
after an unusual competitive examination, be re- 
ceived bis commission as a Naval (Constructor, 
marked No.1. Inthe latter part of '75 Mr. H'cb- 
born was detached from the Nevy-yard, Poerts- 
mouth, and ordered to League Island, Pa. In '76 ne 
took a prominent and important part in the Cen 

tenpial Exbibition. Ip June, 1884, he was selected 
by the Secretary of tbe Navy for special duty in 
Europe. His report bas become a text book among 
the profession. Mr. Hichborn has devoted a good 
deal of time to literary work, chiefly upon subjects 
of a professional nature. Hisarticle upon “Sheathed 
or CUnsheathed Ships,” publisbed in the Proceedings 
ot the Naval Institute, April, 1890, provoked edito- 
rial discussion in the leading and representative 
papers of this country. His adyocacy of sheathing 
sbipsis rapidly gaining favor among the thinkizz 
men of the Navy. Besides bis professional and 
executive ability, Mr. Hichborn has a strong inyent- 
iveturn of mind. For six years Mr. Hichborn was 
& member of the Board of Inspection and Survey, 
of which the late Admiral D. D. Porter was presi- 
dent. In’'8l he was made a member of the first 
Naval Advisory Board, and was prominently asso- 
ciated with all matters affecting the designing and 
copstruction ot the new naval vessels. He bas for 
mapy years been a member of the Institution of 
Naval Architects in England. In 1884 he was or- 
dered to the Navy Department as Assistant Chief 
of Bureau. Mr. Hichborn bas risen by bis own ex- 
ertions, and, so far as we know, has pushed no one 
aside to reach bis present high and responsible po- 
sition of Chief Naval Constructor of ths U. 8. Navy. 








SONS OF THE REVOLUTION. 


A TABLET of bronze bas been affixed tothe front 
of tbe Uity Ball, New York City, b-aring this in- 
scription: “* Near this spot, in the presence of Gen- 
eral George Washington, the Deolaration of Inde- 
pendence wasread and published to the American 
Army, July 9, 1776.” In the lower left corner are the 
seal of the Sops of the Revolution and the inscrip- 
tion: ‘* Erected by the Sons of the Revolution.”

MAGAZINE ARM VERSUS SINGLE LOADER. 


Tue bolt system of breech closure is in general 
use ip foreign armies. 

As its advantages, when employing the front 
locking lug, are quite pronounced in comparison 
with the swinging block syetem, the defects of the 
latter will firat be considered. 

The Sprine field swinging block closure is unstable 
under bigh pressures, is shackly, and bas the fur 
ther disad vantage that each block with its cam must 
be specially fitted to its arm, thus depriving the 
weapon of that feature of interchangeability so de- 
sirable.in small arms. 

The breech mechanism (sliding block) of the Sbarp 
rifle or of the best class of bolt guns, bears up rigid- 
ly and firmly against the cartridge base of the ser- 
vice flarged cartridge, adequately resist nga pres- 
sure of 50,000 to 60 000 pounds per sq. ineb, due to the 
ew ployment of charger of 90 or even more grains of 
black powder, in the .45 calibre rifle. The Spring- 
field rifle of that calibre is net construcred to resist 
such pressures, and for this reason charges so great 
even as 80 grains were regarded unfavorably, al- 
though at the time the 495 grain bullet was in use 
and the recoil was not «xcessive, 

In the Springfield rifle, calibre .30, using a charge 
of 36 to 37 grains of Wetteren smokeless powder, the 
pressures per square inch are greatly in excess of 
the press res developed by the service ammunition 
in the .46 calibre rifle. 

lt is in this that the defects of the system become 
at once manifest, especially so when the headless or 
cannelure cartridge case is used, the case rup- 
turing from inadequate support invariably, and on 
@ cross-section somewhat in advance of the base. 
On the other band, the bolt system of breecb closure 
(that class with the front locking lug), ad+« quately 
supports this type of cartridge eo lovg as cartridge 
apd chamber are accurately adjusted. 

Toe ear of the receiver at times breaks off, from 
undue strain incident to the failure of the cam of 
the Springfield system, calibre .30, to take up the 
force of discharge, and from the nature of hinge 
seat copstruction, (oblong hole), the binge of the 
breech- block can osly transmit this strain when 
the cam fails to take its bearing in the cam seat. 

When this cam seat is battered or indented, the 
space for the breech biock is increased, and the set 
back develops the strain on the hinge seat or re- 
ceiver ear. 

The 45 and .50 calibre Springfield rifle bas held 
its own in service, and these calibres possessed many 
advantages over the bolt guns of their day. In pro- 
portion, however, as the calibre of the emall arm 
bas decreased, and the pressure per square inch in 
the powder chamber increased, so in like degree bas 
the bolt system of breech closure demonstrated its 
superiority. 

At this stage, then, of the small arm problen, it 
is beld that, without impairing the efficiency of the 
single loader of toe bolt system, a magazine may be 
rea‘tily attached thereto which will contain from 5 
to 10 cartridges, and which magazine, when ad- 
juated or “turned op’ to feed the cartridges into 
the chaniber of the rifle, willfor the time acceler- 
ate its fire. 

This acceleration of fire, for many reasons, espe- 
cially those which have to do with the ammunition 
supply, is thought | some to be a positive draw- 
back; the advocate of the single loader regarding it 
in this light, and time and again maintaining bis 
position by good, and, we may almost say, sufficient 
reasons. 

A cavalry leader of Confederate fame, in bis crit- 
icism of the Art of War, held that * the bestest man 
is the one that gita thar the fustest with the most- 
est men.”’. In cur view the best eun is the one that 
shoots the quickest, hits the oftenest, and has the 
fullest ammunition supply. 

Again, tbat important factor, the morale of an 
army shonid not be discounted ; the kuowledge of 
suituble equipment and readiness for all emergen- 
cies counts for much upon the field of battle. Spe- 
cious argument, which deals with such terme as 
“inferior personnel” or “lack of disci>line” is but 
poor solace to the soldier when offered as justifica- 
uon for inferior armament. 

Admitting, then, that we are brought to the point 
of adopting a magazine arm for our service, it by 
no means follows that all of the various types of 
this class of weapons are preferable to an effective 
single loader. 

There 1s a limit in this, as in all things, the reduc- 
tio ad absurdum being realiz-din the automatic 
repeater (tne latest Mannlicner), an arm which, 
when held at the shoulder, will fire automativally 
and continuously witbout removal therefrom until 
ita “‘clip” supply is exhausted. 

Nor are we even prepared to advocate the ordi- 
nary ‘“repesting” system of so-called magazine 
arms for our Service. It is true that a weapon of the 
Roumanian Manulicher type s'ands somewhat in 
the lead of its class, and that it has been adopted by 
prominent military nations, but the question as 

resented from their standpoint differs materially 
rom the conditions which confront us on this side 
of the water. Discipline, or, in its restricted sense, 
“fire discipline,” with such troops as we have to de- 
pend upon in dire extremity, is quite if not utterly 
1m possible, and adequate ammupition supply under 
such circumstances, employing the ‘“ repeater,’’ 
equally unattainabie. 

Let us pause then before placing in the hands of 
our volunteer troops a weapon of the “repeater” 
type, an arm 80 ill-adapted to single-loading fire. 
It is true tbat it may be loaded under some circum- 
stances through the agency of ita clip with greater 
facility tban some of the favorite magazine arms 
proper, and its sustained fire to this extent may be 
more rapid, while at the e:me time the soldier is re- 
lieved from embarrassment due to the manipula- 
tion of the “ cut-off;’' yet owing to this very facil- 
ity of fire the probable percentage of bits from this 
arm in the bands of undisciplined troops will, it is 
apprehended, be emall indeed. At long ranges, 
where, as is well known, only a carcfully direc.ied 
fire 18 admissible, tne soldier will fire his first shor, 
probably resistivug the impulse when cool and col- 
lected to follow with tbe remainder in his clip. 

When, however, be bas parted with the second 
shot, finding, as he then will do, that he has but 
three cartridges remaining in his clip, instead of the 
full complement of five, this remainder will be let 








go regardless of aim or effect, the soldier contract- : 








ing thereby a habit of wastefulness for which t 
is no remedy but impossible “ fire discipline.” 

It will be contended th»t the magez'nue arm p 
mr by setting its * cut-off" is open to the same 
j-ctions. Not so, however; the ordinary use 
such weapon is that of the single shooter or sin 
load:r. The magez ne is rarely, if ever, to be us 
there is to be no chronic condition of partially fil 
magazine, to be emptied at any cost, in order to 
refilled with its complement for the ever drea 
crises. 

With soldiers of high order of intelligence, th 
oughly disciplined, the “ repeater,”’ it is adauitt 
possesses certain advantage*, but this is not 
standpoint; we haye to do with the problem q 
is and pot as it should be. Under the modern bay 
conditions, we are with tne present system (or rai 
lack of system) of ammunition supply, unablee 
to furnish adequate ammunition for the sin 
loader, and whiie we may hope to organ'z> & sup 
system for the average hastily extempor:Z°d soli 
employing the magazine arm proper, used 
dinarily as a single-loader, it would, in our jué 
ment, be next to impossible to meet the demands 
such troops if armed with the * repeater” 

A magazine arm, the continuity of fire of whi 
does not exceed that of tne vest siDele snooter, 
the continuity of whos+ fire with magezine operat 
does no}; excved its own rate as a single shooter, 
& wespcn that the most earne-t advocate of 
single ioader itself cannot rejact without at the ti 
conceding a point against the very system he 


vocates. 

It will be admitted that so far as this our argums 
goes we bave by no means disposed of the ad 
cate of the * repeater’’ type of small arms, but it 
hoped that be may nevertbelers be whipped into! 
and be brougbt to consider with us the small 
problem in its restricted sense, that is, as it rel 
to the requirements of the Iufantry arm of i 
United States Service. 

FROM A CAVALRY STANDPUINT. 


Fire action in this service 1s a matter «f second 
importance, to be employed only under special a 
ditions and generally fora limited period; a! 
supply of ammunition can be carried by the tro 
er. The facility of loading eutirely by means oft 
clip migbt bean advantage, and it may be that 
ligbt repeating carbine similar to the Roumani 
Mannhicher would vrove to be a suitable arm{ 
our cavalry. 

1t ig also probable that this system (the repeat 
might be preferable for the use of marines on 
count of the facility of providing the ammu 
tion. 

The repeater might also be preferred for en 
neers, artillery, etc, should any of these troo 
be armed with a rifis for defence at close q 
ters. 

Such advantages as are here enumerated m 
overweigh the objections toa diff-rence of ara 
ment in the different branches of the Service; 0 
if the armament is to be uniform the requirew 
of the infantry should be supreme. X

After the termination of the gale, the speed: was 
kept at about eight knots. It is thus seen that the 
machinery is in excellent condition. 


A CORRESPONDENT, who calls our attention to the 
heroism of Pvt. Vernon, U. 8. M.C., which we are 
glad to note and commend, sends this extract from 
a Boston paper: ‘ There wasasad drowning acci- 
dent at the Navy Yard about 2.45 yesterday after- 
poop.

A DESPATCH to the New York Herald, speaking 
of the burnmiog of the cold stcrage warchouse at 
Jackson Park, Chicago, on Monday, in which there 
was a sad loss of life, says: “ Nothiag but in praise 
ean be said of the way Colonei Rice and the Colum- 
bian Guards handled the crowd.

ARMOR TESTS AT INDIAN HEAD. 


Tur armor tests which we referred to last week 
came off on Tuesday at the Naval Proving Grounds, 
and proved very interesting. Secretary Herbert was 
among those present. The despatch to the New 
York Sun gives this account of the trial: 


The first test was of a 9inch plate, 6 feet and 4 
inches wide! and 9 feet and 7 inches long, a sample 
of the side armor of the monitor Monadnock. It was 
nickel-steel, weighed ten tons, and was made by the 
Carnegie- Frick a Three Holtser projec- 
tiles, weighing - each, were fi net 
it from an 8 inch rifle, the muzzle being 58 feet from 
the face of thetarget. The firet projectile bad a 
or of 1,400 feet a second at the moment of im- 

t, and penetrated the plate and oak backing to 

Peent of 11.7 inches. The second projectile, with 
a striking velocity of 1,683 feet, went through the 

late, three feet of oak backing, and lost itself in 

e earth against which the butt was built. The 
third projectile had a velocity of 1,536 feet, and 

etrated plate and backing to a depth of 144¢ 
obes. The plate well withstood the strain of the 
attack, no cracks being perceptible, and it fully 
met every requirement for acceptance. But the ree 
sult of the second shot deprived the makers of any 
ehance for the premium. Depending on this test 
were about 260 tons of plate, involving nearly 


The test of the second plate was an exact dupli- 
oate of the firet in its results. It was a sample of the 
eurved plates for the barbe‘te on the Indtana, 
made by the Bethlehem Company, and, like the 
first, of nickel steel. Its dimensions were 8 feet 4 
inohes in beight, 12 feet 1 inch in length, and 17 
inches thick, forming a mass weighing 31 tons. It 
was the beaviest plate yet tested, and its thickness 
will probably not be surpassed to any great extent 
until there is a change in the method of naval war- 
fare and shipbuilding. It was subjected te attack 
from a 12inoh rifle, which threw a monster Car- 
Tr shell weighing 850 pounds. I's muzzle was 319 

‘eet from the face of the plate. The striking velo- 
oity of the first shot was 1,322 feet a second, and it 
eg es to a depth of 16.6 inohes, Inoking less 

an balf of an inch of going through. The second 
shot was fired with a velocity of 1,495 feet a second 
and went three inches into the oak backing. 

The third and last shot was to determine whether 
A not the oer was to be paid, and the velocity 

o 1,858 ft. a second. When the smoke 
and aust eieoten the discharge had lifted, it was 
found that theshell had gone clear through the 
plate and 36 in. of oak backing, and then finding the 
embankment rather thin was deflected into the air 
and plunged into the river some hundreds of yards 
eway, or was lost in the woods on the hillside, Kx- 
pert opinion ox this point differed, but that it had 
ploughed ite way through all obstructions and dis- 

ap frem view was obvious. The plate seoured 
for its makers the acceptance ef the whole contract, 
amounting to from 500 to 700 tons, but earned no 
premium. Like the Monadnock plate, it showed no 
oracks under the terrific strain to which it had been 
subjected. 

Even more satisfactory than the showing made by 
the plates was that of the projectiles. The 8 in. sbelie 
were of the Holtzer conical pattern and the 12 in. of 
the Carpenter conical pattern. All four of the shells 
that were recovered appeared wholly unchanged to 
theu = pany eye of the layman, and the gauge 
showed that they were disturbed to such asmall de- 
gree that they might again be fired with the attach- 
ment ofa new strip for rifling. Some ideaof the 
force with which the shells struck the face of the 
plates may be gained from the fact that the energy

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NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


WE are glad to see that the demand for military 
text-books seems to be sufficient to encourage our 
officers to undertake their production, even though 
it be at theirown expense. Oaptain James 8S. Pet- 
tit, Ist O. S. Infantry, now at Yale University, has 
just given us a very useful little volume on “Out- 
posts, Patrols, Advance and Rear Guards.” It is 
a neatly printed and bound volume of eighty-four 
pages, and is sold at the price of twenty-five cents. 
It is a condensation in a brief compassof the in- 
formation obtained from the latest authorities on 
this subject, and is illustrated by nine diagrams. 
Every one who makes any study of military mat- 
ters should have a copy of this handy little volume. 
Not the least interesting part of the work is its 
illustrations, drawn from his own military expe- 
rience. No manis more competent than Captain 
Pettit to prepare such a work and he has done it 
thoroughly and well. His literary style is good, 
and, aside from its value as a text-book, his treatise 
will be found interesting reading for any one. 

From Librairie Militaire de L. Baudoin, Paris, 
we receive the sixth volume of the annual issue 
(1893) of “Aide Memoire de VU’ Offieter de Marine, 
par Edouard Durassier, chef de bureau au mipis- 
1é6re de la marine et Charies Valentina, ancien offi- 
cier de marine, bibliothécaire du ministére dela 
marine.” Itis a pocket volume, sold in France for 
$ fr. 50, and is a valuable handbook of naval inform- 
ation such as we do not produce in this country. As 
it consists largely of tables, most of it can be 
understood without a knowledge of French. It 
contains a preliminary treatise on international 
law, followed by an account uf the personnel of 
the various navies, liste and descriptions of vessels 
of the various navies and a list of the officers of the 
French Navy. 

The semi-annual volume of the Century Maga- 
zine, November, 1892, April, 1893, containe the usual 
“feast of good thiogs.”’ The correspondence be- 
tween the brothers, Jobn and Wm. T. Sherwap; the 
reminiscences of the British officer who conveyed 
Napoleon to Elba; the reply of the Russian Govern- 
ment to the criticisms of Kennan; Archibald 
Forbes’s papers; Salvini’s autobiography, biogra- 
phies of notable women—such are some of the 
weightier papers of the number. Fiction is repre- 
sented by Mrs. Burton Harrison and Walter Bale- 
stier and Dr. Washington Gladden in serials, and by 
Mark Twain, T. B. Aldrich, Dr. Eggleston and many 
others in single number stories. 

We have already bad occasion to commend the 
“Three Roads to a Commission in the U. 8. Army,” 
by Lieut. W. P. Burnham, 6th U.8. Infantry. This 
officer bas now brought out another little volume, 
of which C. W. Bardeen, Syracuse, N. Y., is pub- 
heher, on the ** Duties of Outposts, with Manual of 
Guard Duty, U.S. Army.” Tne task which Lieut. 
Burnbam has set bimeelf is to arrange clearly and 
concisely the views of the best modern authorities 
on the subject of Ground or Exterior Guards, in- 
cluding outposts, advance and rear guards, re- 
connaissance, raids and escorts of convoys. In this 
aim be bas been very successful, bringing a great 
deal of valuable information into a very compact 
form. The high importance of the subject treated 
is of course universally recognized. 

Tus July or Commencement number of the Chel- 
tenham Reveille, published quarterly at Cheltenham 
Academy, Ugontz, is an interesting and creditable 
production. 

D. Appleton and Co. publish “A Gutde-books to 
Alaska and the Northwest Coast, by Eiiza R. Scid- 
more, with mapsand many illustrations.” The love- 
liness of the region which wasa few years ago only 
known as the home of the poet Campbell's wolf 
with the long howl, is now a favorite resort of sum- 
mer excursionists, and this handy volume of infor- 
mation will find many purchasers. 

Engineering publishes in London and John bags 4 
and Sone publish in New York a volume whiob, if 
not so handy as Appleton’s Guide, is equally valu- 
able in its way to the Northwestern traveller. It is 
almost large enough to serve asa flat-boat in moun- 
tain streams or a table in wild wood encamovments, 
It is entitled ** The Yosemite, Alaska and Yellow.- 
stone, by Wm. H. Wiley and Sara King Wiley.” 
Father and daughter made the trip together, and 
give to the readers of Engineering the benefit of 
their observations and experiences. These pro ved 
so interesting that Engineering wisely decided to ex- 
tend the pleasure of reading tnem beyond the circle 
of its subscribers. The volume opens with a preface 
by James Dredge, the editor of Engineering. Itisa 
fluely printed quarto of 230 pages, with 157 illustra- 
tions.

FOREIGN ITEMS.

Le Yacht announces that the Freach torpedo-

The Lansquenet displaces 188 tons, is 165 
ft. 4in. long and 15 ft. 8 in, broad, and draws 4 ft. 8 
in. of water. She hastwin screws and two iriple- 
expansion engines which ether indicate 
horse-power. At present she is the fastest craft in 
the French Navy. 

Tux London Globe reports that three years ago 
Admiral Tryon, who was commanding the fleet ma- 
Doouvres, signalled an order for’the identical evolu- 
tion that resulted in the loss of bis ship and his own 
life. Rear Admiral Richard E. Tracey, who is now 
in command at the Maita Dockyard, was in com- 
mund of the vessel at the head of the port column. 
He saw the danger that would be involved in carry- 
ivg out the order, and refused to answer the signal. 
Admiral Tryon waited for fifteen minutes, and, re- 
ceiving no answering signal, he annulled his order 
and the signal for the evolution was hauled down. 
Admiral Tryon raised no question abuut Rear Ad- 
miral "s refusal to obey the order. We have 
seen no other mention of this strange story.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


(Correspondenee of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
NEW YORK STATE CAMP OF INSTRUCTION. 
PEERKSEILL, JULY 8, 1808, 
SEVENTY-FIRGT REGIMENT. 


Wirs 29 officers and 427 enlisted men—456, the 
seventy-first regiment, N. Y. City, entered the State 
camp at Peekskill on Saturday, July 1, headed by 
its commander, Ool. Francis V. Greene, relieving 
the Forty-seventh regiment. The command was 
divided imto two battalions, the first under Major 
Francis and the second, in the absence ef Capt. 
Clark, who had been pony detailed, was cared 
for by Lieut.-Col. Downs. There was little delay 
in getting the quarters in proper shape, for under 
the direction of Quartermaster Kohnen and bis 
assistants all the camp paraphercelis bad been drawn 
from the Ordnance Department and issued to com- 
panies. So on the dismissa) of the regiment there 
was no hurry and skurry te draw Q. M. stores, The 
evening parade, which was the first military duty 
of the week, was in line of battalions and was de- 
cidedly imperfect, but in extenuation it may be said 
that the battalion commanders and captains of 
companies were comparatively green.in the new for- 

on. 


mat The dismissal and march past were the 
relieving features of the ceremony. The guard 
mount of Sunday was, to say the least, 


anjexperiment, and should not be severely criticised, 
Capt. Thurston has instituted a new formation 
whieh makes the establishment of the line perfect, 
The several details move from their company 
streets and, marching sleng the main road, counter- 
march in rear of the oolor line until they 
reach their proper positions, then by “fours right” 
each detail comes on the guard line without strag- 
gling or confusion. This innovation has 
warmly apeaares by the State officials and regi- 
mental officers on duty during each week; the men 
are steadied down by the marob, and asa ruie come 
into line in exoellent shape. O{ course there were 
errors in this guard mount, but offloers and men 
were here to learn, and were ready 'o profit by ex- 
perience. A very fair evening parade closed this, 
the first day. 

The first working day of the week was devoted in 
the early morning to the squad drill in extended or. 
der, and was, as usual, by signal only, aud through- 
out the work could hardly be termed commendable. 
For a silent drill there was altogether too much 
talking in ranges, the men arregating to themselves 
the duties of the squad commanders. This fault was 
observed in all but one companv (B), and here the 
work was prompt and most effective. It isa pity 
thatin a majority of our city regiments the non- 
com. officers cannot be brought up to understand 
the responsibility conferred upon them by their 
warrants. A joke and a laugh in quarters may be 
well enough, but on the drill fleld au funny business 
should be abandoned, and the non-com. officer 
should demand absolute obedience to his orders. [f 
this were done much trouble would be avoided. The 
firings were poor and the assemblies and rallies far 
from satisfactory. This moroing’s drill was nota 
success. At the battalion drilis of the forenoon, 
bowever, a chauge was noticed, and under Lt. Col. 
Downs and Major Francis, the several movements in 
both battalions were carried out most successfully. 
The officers were prompt to give commands, and 
the men on the alert to obey them; even that 
movement, which is invariably slurred, ** mght of 
poem = rear into ovulumn,” was ia the main suc- 
ceseful, while the changes of front, the close column 
movements and deployments were most creditable. 
The evening parade, though slew ia the formation, 
was a fairly executed ceremony, the march off 
eliciting much praise from the spectators. In the 
afternoon and evening lectures, the non-coma., 
especially the chiefs of squads, were given a sharp 
“call down,” and they were informed that better 
work must be done or there would be many vacan- 
cies among the warrant officers of the “ American 
guard.”’ The sharp reprimand of the battalion com- 
manders had a most salutary effect on the early drills 
of Tuesday morning, and though this was the giori- 
ous Fourth of July, and the men expected a boll- 
day until the evening parade, they were kept a full 
hour and a half at the work by sections in extended 
order, closely supervised by the battalion and com- 
pany officers. it is really wonderful how much good 
work can be acoomplished in a short space of time 
when the men are attentive to the commands and 
instructions of their officers, and this early morn- 
ing’s work is an exampie. To be sure, there were 
many defects, for these drills were comparatively 
pew to the men, but the great improvement over 
the first day’s work was most noticeable, 

Another drill by battalion was had in the fore- 
noon, and but for the great loss of time iu the equal- 
ization and formation of battalion all might be con- 
sidered satisfactory. Whether the regimental or 
battalion adjutante are to blame for this defect we 
can not determine, but throughout the week the 
slowness in company and battalion formations was 
most noticeable. Tos forenooa drill,in both bat- 
talions, was of a most satisfactory character, and 
Col. Greene expressed himself as well pieased with 
the progress thus far made. 

Before the close of this drill word was 
through camp that the Governor and the 
burgh party would arrive in camp before noon, soa 
short rest was taken, and at a signal the three bat- 
talions were lined up, the left resting just beyand 
the mess hail. In the meanwhile Sergt. Jansen and 
his detachment from Capt. Wendell’s Ist Battery 
were prepared to fire the 19 gun salute. The recep- 
tion of the Gubernatorial party wasa complete suc- 
cess, At high noon the meo were again formed on 
the color line, the national salute of 44 guns was fired 
by Serat. Jausen’s detachment and the colors were 
saluted. Another of the innovations of the camp 
routine for 1803 was had at this ceremony, one 
which the boys called the * Russian salute,” as seen 
by: Col. Greene in foreign parts. First the State 
flag was partly lowered, then masted, then lowered 
to the ground and again floated at the masthead. 
The same peouliar business was followed with the 
national colors, and acid the tittering of the men 
at this very curious combination, the “carry” was 
ordered and the battalion dismissed. It was a hard 
morning’s work, but the weather was delightful 
and not a man grumbled. The afternoon trains and 
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excursion boats brougbt a couple of thousand visi- 
tors to the camp, and tbe national boliday was ob- 
served in due form, Theevening parade of this day 
war the success of the week ; there was not a fault 
to be fourd in the precision of movewent or the 
dressings, while the manual and march past were 
sir piy perfection. 

Regarding tbis trip to Ge'tysbureg of the State of. 
ficiale, all but one of them accepted the invitatior 
of the Governor. This officer was Col. Joe. G. Story. 
who was honestly entitled to be one of the ce 
lebrante of this glorious dedication to the beroes o* 
New York State, for be was attached to the famour 
6tb corp, and was with bis regiment, the 233 Brook- 
lyn, at a point ecuth of Carlisle, held as reserve, or 
the three days of the battle. The colonel, however, 
felt tbat bis duties at the State camp were para- 
Mc unt to all outside considerations, and much as be 
esired to make the trip it was with him now us ip 
1863, remm A before pleasure.” 

T.eearly wornving drillsof Wednesday were by 
—_ in extend+d order and were fairly success 

ul, tbough the sergeants and lievtenants were very 
Dervous at the firat, in fact it appeared to be stage 
fright. for in less than balf ao bour everythiog was 
working clean and smooth. The guard mount of 
thie day conducted by the regimental adiutant was 
a failure from first to last. Toe formation was aw- 
fully slow, and as one of the men from Hornelleville 
expressed it, “dollars to doughnuts that the fellow 
With the white drawers will oever find his guard.” 
At last the line wa: formed, the band p'ayed “Bow 
Wow” during the inspection, and then the guard 
was turned over, but the regimental adj tant for- 
got to close ranks before the presen atiou. Another 
blunder was made inthe “turn” by platoons, the 
guard formed on one line, and much time was con- 
sumed in getting them atraightened out. It was the 
rest guard mount cf the week. Toe forenoon 
rille—batialions in clused order, movements by 
Dlatoon—were the poorest «xbibitions thus far seen 
on the Peekskill grounds. Te battalion command- 
ers labored hard and earn«sily, but could not over- 
come the diffidence of cflicers por the nervousness 
ofthe men. It is well enough to say tbat the arm- 
ory accom modations are inad+ quate, but the excuse 
is very lame, for in the Harlem rink tbere is plenty 
efroom for movements by piatoon. Tae drille in 
both battations were very tameand tue ¢ffuris of 
the respective commanders met with buta feeble 
response. But as constant dripping wil! wear the 
stone, 80 tbe steady bummering of Col. Downs and 
Moj. Francis brought order out of this chaos and at 
the close the work was good enough even to satisfy 
Col. Greene. The evening parade was in line of bat- 
talion columns, and was potup to the capacily of 
oe command.

Hardly bad the men time to change the full dress 
for fatigue, when one of the moxt terrific storms 
ever known at the State vawp broke over the heads 
of soldiers and visitors, the camp was almost a luke, 
while tbe ligbtoing was so terrific that the electric 
ligote were cut off After the storm bad passed 
there might be seen in one tent three very old sol- 


fiers of the State, conversing on what the gusrd 
was ip the good times long past. In the conversation 
as to length of service smong these three, Capt. 
Murphy, of the 12tb, claimed seniority. stating that be 
“ad served 82 consecutive years; Q. M. Kohnen, 
Tlst Reet, went just one better and claimed a ser- 
-ige of 33 years, »nd then Major Barnie, one of Gen, 
Varian’s sseistants, and wbo bas control and direc- 
1on of the general work of keeping the camp in 
oroper condition, and who despite the storm bad 
heen inspecting every point where the flood might 
rause ornmage, smilingly announced that this year 
was bie 34 b consecutive year io the service, among 


sentry to make the outsiders raise their hats as they 
passed the four stacks of armson which rested the 
colors folde1, and this too while a series of regi- 
mental games were going on. Head quarters

Frday’s work was a mere repetition of the ex- 
tended order, only that much more powder was 
used toan on the previous day. Mej -r Francis was 
in command of tbe battalion, ana proved hi useif 
well qualified for bis new position. Taeguard mount 
was good and the evening parade sarisfactory, 
Seven out of the eight orderlies for the o»lonel’s 
neadquarters, selected by the diffsrent andj itants

Army inspector, expressed bimeelf as v e!l 
pleased with the progress of the regiment. Th- 
guard mount of this day was excelent, but the 
evening parade was a series of blunders, and th+ 
very worst ceremony the JOURNAL has ever seen ia 
the State camp. Taere seemed to bv a want of uaity 
as to how this formation snould be made, and for a 
long time the batialions waadered aimlessly about 
the fi-li, finally each battalion, executing it: owa 
particular movement, found itself ia line, sad 
what a line when the brigade was turned over. 
The lat battalion bad secured a correct aligament, 
the 21 formed an obi que to the froat, while the3i, 
the separate companies, were about half and ba.f. 
[t certainly was the fault of the R»gimental -Adjutaot 
tbat this line was not correctiy dresved. After the 
“turn over” the ceremony was &n exovilent display 
of the soldierly qualities of b»th commands, aui the 
march past under command of the sergeants could 
vardly be excelled.

Studs fastened on the outside of the “Support” 
where the latter and haversack strap intersect or 
cross the body, make it possible, by fastening this 
strap to the studs, to throw the entire weight of the 
equipment equally on both shoulders, or on eitber 
sboulder at will without shifting the yoke. 

The back and breast are kept entirely free from 
compression and ite attendant evils, and perfect 
ventilation to these parts is insured. 

Tbe weight on the left shoulder can be —y > 
rarily relieved while marching by attaching the 
steadying hook (carried on the lower endiof the 
“ Support”) to the waist pent, ee throwing part of 
the weight on the right hip. To place all the weight 
on the Haversack strap, simply raise the “Sup- 
port”’ with the rigbt hand and throw the entire roll 
off the left shoulder; the whole paek will then rest 
across tle body horigontally, supported by the 
Haversack strap on the rigbt shoulder. 

The Blanket Roll thus carried gives the soldiera 
woollen blanket, one shelter tent half, one pair 
drawers, one pair of woollen socks, one knit under- 
ehirt, one blue sbirt, one towel, one cake of soap, 
one overcoat with cape, and with the cartridge 
belt, 90 rounds of ammuzopition and as rauch more as 
the soldier may be required to in an emer- 
gency. The underclothes are rolied ina long nar- 
row piece of rubber cloth, the length of the ‘‘Roll,” 
and tied up with pieces of tape; this keeps them 
together, prevents them from getting wet or soiled 
while in camp, snd forms the centre of the roll 
proper. 

Tne constriction under the pat and pressure 
on the small of the back, so bitterly complained of 
by all who bad to march with the knapsack, would 


with the adoption of the proposed “Support” be a 


thing of the past, as no form of strap touches the 
arms and there is no pressure whatever on the back. 

The foregoing points are not all that could be 
mentioned in favor of this device, but they will give 
an idea of its purpose and its process in accomplish- 
ing that purpose. The arms of the soldier are left 
free for action with it, and the weight of the pack 
is brought where it ought to be in relation to the 
centre of gravity. We should be glad to see the
